Dim la the Baaburg 
representative of Ouentber GXHrnC, the founder of the Deutache 
Soslale Parte 1 wh ich Is trying to establish Itself on the 
federal level. ZIRTLOW Is described as formerly of the 
Vaffen-33 and of the foreign intelligence service of the 8D, 
but presently a free lance contributor to several Hamburg 
newapapers. "ZISTLOV Is trying to get In touch with all 
rightist groups; in the early summer of 1951 he was temporarily 
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a clone collaborator of Beck-Brelchsitter, without tying 
himself to tbw Brudwrachaft." Bo waa a close friend of 
Dr. TADB1HT (0 KCSL) who heads the ant 1 -Communist "Bund 
fuer Freihelt" in Bonn.

BOFMAH 
maintains a "peace library", writes and distributes peace 
propaganda, and receives publications from foreign countries 
Including USSR and Red China. Since 1945 he has attended i 
functions of numerous peace groups and Communist Party front 
groups. However, he is allegedly not a communist, but is an 
active and ardent supporter of the candidates of the 
t.j Vegetarian Party. During WW II Albert BOFMAH was a conscien- 

iij tlous objector and served 2 years for a violation of the 

1 Selective Service Act. In 1945 the Michael Reese Hospital 

diagnosed him as a schlzophreniac. 
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
